URION OPENS FIRE 
IN PERKINS CASE 


Trial of Deposed Architect 
Begins with Specification 
of Charges Before 
Committee. 


MANY SHOW INTEREST. 


Trustees Hear President Allege 
Designer Has Shown Incom- 
petence and Extrav- 

agance. 


For nearly two hours yesterday in what 
promises to be one of the most bitterly fought 
controveries in the history of the Chicago 
board of education, President Alfred R. Urion 
made charge after charge of incompetence, 
extravagance, and insubordination against 
Dwight H. Perkins, deposed school architect. 

Attorney Gansbergen followed Mr. Urton's 
opening address with a genera! denial of the 
charges and said every charge would be an- 
swered fully and satisfactorily before the 
end of the trial. 

With the call to order of the trial committee 
by Dr. Alexander L. Blackwood, chairman, 
and in reply to Mr. Perkins’ demand for de- 
tailed specifications of the charges against 
him, President Urion made direct statement 
after direct statement, called witnesses to 
prove his indictments, and went into the rec 
ords of the board of education and its com- 
mittves in a searching scrutiny of Architect 
Perkins’ five years’ tenure of office. 


Many Trustees Attend Hearing. 

The opening session attested to its impor- 
tance in the eyes of members of the board. 
Although the first verdict in the case will 
be given by the trial committee, composed of 
Dr. Blackwood, Dr. James B. McFatrich, 
Dr. Jeremiah H. Walsh, and Oscar F. Greif- 
enhagen, the first day’s testimony was heard 
by ten other members of the board. These 
were Joseph Downey, who returned from a 
Florida health resort for the express purpose 
of attending the trial; Dean Walter T. Sum- 
ner, Philip Stein, Dr. John Guerin, Frank 
I. Bennett, George F. Koester, James M. 
Kralovec, Julius F. Smietanka, Modie J. 
Spiegel, and President Urion. Mr. Perkins 
Frederick Gansbergen, his legal ‘representa- 
tive, James Hamilton, the architect’s part- 
ner in the firm of Hamilton & Perkins, Frank 
Hamlin and Angus R. Shannon, attorneys 
for the board of education, and representa- 
tives of the press formed the rest of the au- 
dience. . 

The trial began shortly after 2 o’elock in 
the committee room. Dr. Blackwood made 
the formal announcement of the genera! 
charges and called on Mr. Urion to make the 
opening 1 Dann imme- 


Architect Perkins and then — oe into 
his specific charges and the testimony of 
witnesses. 

Urion’s Specific Charges. 

The principal specific charges made by 
President Urion against Mr. Perkins were 
as follows: 

That the school buildings erected by Mr. Per- 
kins at costs of from $200,000 to $260,000 possess 
educational facilities no better than those built 
before he took office at costs from $100,000 to 
$115,000, That his buildings are impractically 
elaborate in architecture, 

That Mr. Perkins expended $97,000 in one year 
to maintain his department and that no con- 
tracts were let until December of that year. 
That in three years, 1907, 1908, and 1909, the 
maintenance expense of his department was 
nearly $300,000 and that the work done during 
those years did not justify the expense. 

That the architect objected to the demand of 
the board of retrenchment in expenses and to 
the adoption of a fixed type of building. That 
when the demand for retrenchment was made 
imperative, it resulted in cutting down Mr. 
Perkins’ office force from fifty-seven to forty- 
six draftemen, with scarcely lessened efficiency. 

That the Lane Technical High school was 
planned in an incompetent manner. That its 
corridors are dark and narrow, its exits few and 
so placed as to make it almost a firetrap in 
time of panic. That its large assembly hall, 
with a seating capacity of about 1,000 persons, 
is so designed that only 300 persons can see 
the entire platform or stage. That it, therefore, 
is unfit for its purpose and has not been used 
as an assembly hall for school entertainments. 
That the cedar block flooring in the basement 
rooms is worse than the old style of block 
street pavement, That the tile brick used is of 
second grade and poorly laid. 

That 12,000 feet of space was given to an 
elaborate assembly hall and a gymnasium ina 
school building in one of the most congested 
districts in Chicago. That such space should 
have been devoted largely to class rooms anc 
seating facilities. 

That Mr. Perkins expended nearly $7,000 in 
preparing plans for a $1,500,000 commercial 
high school and administration building, al- 
though the buildings and grounds committee 
hed authorised him to expend only $500 in pre- 
paring rough drawings. The plans subsequent- 
ly were discarded. That in drafting planus for 
ether buildings he expended from $3,000 to 
$4,000 on each and that these plans were thrown 
aside because he had not consulted the com 
mittees. 

That he did not generally submit his plans 
to the committees of the board, but only to one 
or two of the members, the superintendent and 
assistant superintendents, and upon obtaining 
their sanction went ahead on his own responsi- 
bility, 

That he did not compel contractors to fulfill 
the terms of their contracts, resulting in win- 
dows which could not be lowered and roofs that 
leaked, and that he made no effort to force the 
remedy of these defects, even when informed 
of their existence by school principals. 

That his estimates of cost. of buildings al- 
ways has been below that of actual cost of con- 
struction and that the cost of preparing plans 
has been out of proportion to the appropria- 
tions for buildings. 

Urion Explains Controversy.

New York, March 7,—[Special.]—The story 
of an absolute railroad monarchy that failed 
to materialize was told today in the suit in 
which the federal government is trying to 
dissolve the merger of the Union Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific railroads. 

Tt was the story of E. H. Harriman’s 
crowning ambition, to be the undisputed 
railroad czar of the vast half continent lying 
between the Mississippi river and the Pacific 
ocean, and it was the tale, too, of how lack 
of cash and inability @ convince his financial 
backers of his ability to reign successfully as 
such a czar thwarted Mr. Harriman’s aepira- 
tions. 

Otto H. Kahn of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., the bankers who financed Harriman’s 
greatest projects, was the narrator. He had 
been called as a witness, and the government 
hoped his testimony would go far to prove 
its contention that the Union Pacific-Soutb- 
ern Pacific merger was a monopolistic enter- 
prise. 


Kahn Tells of Blasted Hopes. 

Mr. Kahn's testimony, although it failed to 
carry such admissions as had beén hoped 
for, was chiefly interesting because of the 
inside history it revealed relating to the un- 
fulfilled ambition dearest to the heart of the 
man who, before his death, was hailed as the 
greatest railroad magnate the world ever 
had seen. 

“Mr. Harriman came to us,“ Mr. Kahn 
testified in effect, “ with a proposition to buy 
the Santa Fé and the Rock Island, and then 
the Northern Pacific. These purchases, 
added to his holdings im Union and Southern 
Pacffic, would have given him practically a 
monopoly of the railroad business west of the 
Mississippi. 

This, in our opinion, was too big an un- 
dertaking for one mantoswing. We advised 
Mr. Harriman to this effect and he heark- 
ened to our advice. The man who was to 
swing such an undertaking needed brains, 
courage and cash. Mr. Harriman had the 
brains and the courage, and unlimited confi- 
dence in himself, but he did lack the cash, 
and when we told him our views he reluc- 
tantly gave up his project.” 


Project Too Big for One Man. 

Continuing his testimony, Kr. Kahn told 
why Kuhn, Loeb & Co. had considered the 
proposed all-western merger too big an un- 
dertaking to be profitable. 

„When an organization of roads, he said, 
“becomes so great that the management 
of them exceeds the ability of one man, even 
if that man is a genius, such a combination 
is no longer of any economic value.“ 

Then the witness passed to the details of 
the merger the government is trying to dis- 
solve. 

Harriman, he said, had not bought the 
Southern Pacific to extend his influence, but 
rather to conserve what power he had and 
to safeguard his strategic position. 

The Union Pacific at the time of the merger 
reached the Pacific coast over the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific and there had bo ru- 
mors after the death of Collls P. Huntington 
that interests hostile to the Harriman roads 
were negotiating for the purchase of the 
Southern Pacific. Among those interests 
were understood to be the Goulds. What the 
Harriman lines wanted was, not the Sun- 
set route, but the gateway of San Francisco 
to the orient. 


Describes Details of Merger. 
Mr. Kahn was a member of the Union Pa- 
cific directorate, and took an active part in 
the purchase of the Southera Pacific by the 


began with the authorization of $100,000,000 
of convertible bonds in 1901. 

“During Mr. Huntington’s Mfetime Mr. 
Harriman sought to make arrangements for 
the permanent continuance of the relations 
between the Union Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific, said Mr. Kahn. The Union Pa- 
cific was anxious to obtain the Central Pa- 
cific division. An offer was made to buy the 
Central Pacific, and other efforts were made 
to make the status quo between the Southern 
Pacific permanent and unalterable." : 

Mr. Kahn said that another reason for the 
large ideve of bonds was due to the rumor 
that Hill interests were going to purchase 
the Burlington railroad. The Union Pacific 
wanted to get a participation in any purchase 
of the Burlington, to protect itself, and it 
would need money if this participation was 
granted. 


Came to Admire James J. Hill. 

Mr. Kahn said it was learned later that 
the Hill interests had obtained control of 
the Burlington. 

“Mr. Hill and Mr. Harriman at that time 
were anything but friendly. Mr. Harriman 
was a new comer and aggressive. After they 
got to know each other better they came to 
respect and admire each other,” said Mr. 
Kahn. 

After :sarriman’s death, the witness said, 
the Union Pacific had bought an additional 
74,000 shares of Southern Pacific stock {TP 
gafeguard ‘itself against President Taft's. 
proposed legislation making it illegal for a 
road owning less than oné-half the capital 
of another competing road to acquire ad- 
ditional stock, but permitting a road hav- 
ing 50 per cent or more to make such pur- 
chase. 

The Union Pacific, at the advice of Robert 
8. Lovett, therefore bought enough to make 
up the required; 50 per cant.

§-S-STABBED! BY GOOSEQUILL 


But Otherwise Hazardous Journey Is 
Devoid of Casualties. 


New Tork, March 7,—[Special.}—Ah folks 


home from their offces to Brooklyn this 
evening even earlier than they usually do 
on opera nights. They did this not so much 
because La Gioconda was to be sung at 
the Brooklym Academy of Music as for the 
reason that Enrico Caruso was to make his 
first public appearance since the Brooklyn 
Black Handers threatened to blow him up 
unless the tenor set himself back $15,000 
and left the money under the factory's stoop 
in Van Brunt street last Friday night. 

It is understood that Brooklyn shook out 
the moth balls with more nervousness than 
usual, for if any one was going to throw; 
a bomb at the tenor from the top gallery the 
folks wanted to be there to see it. There was 
a sigh of relief when Caruso came on the 
stage and sang his opening line, aseassini; 
assassini.“ 

A lone war correspondent happened upon 
the Caruso escort lined up in the Times 
Square subway station shortly before six 
o'clock this evening. Those not wearing fur 
coats were plain clothes men from head- 
quarters and the others were members of 
the Metropolitan opera company. All were

A second bulletin today from the physi- 
clans, however, revoked the order of banish- 
ment till the patient’s strength should be 
sufficiently improved to stand the journey, 
and later in the day, true to her suffrage col- 
ors, Mrs. Belmont insisted on being driven to 
her office, 50 Fifth avenue.

Afterward she attended a meeting at the 
Hudson theater, at which Agnes Repplier, 
Ida M. Tarbell, and the Rev. Anna Shaw, 
the national suffrage president, discussed 
the question of the woman and the vote. 
Mrs. Belmont had a party one side of the 
house and Mrs. Mackay one on the other. 

When seen today in reference to her illness 
Mrs. Belmont said she had been suddenly 
overcome last Thursday night when dressing 
for Col. Astor's dinner, and was unable to 
attend. The doctors pronounced it overwork 
and a consequent nervous strain. While 
she did not attend the office on Friday she 
permitted the use of her name among the 
Albany speakers for the enfranchisement of 


women.

Twenty-one men were injured and $25,000 
worth of property damage was done last 
evening by an explosion in the $1,000,000 plant 
of the American Maize Products company at 
Roby, Ind. The explosion is believed to

Two ot the thirty men employed in the 
part ot the factory affected by the explosion 
could not be found and it is feared they 
burned to death in the flames which imme- 
diately enveloped two buildings. Only four 
men checked out after the accident and the 
names of the missing men are not known.

Fire Follows the Explosion. 

The explosion occurred in the dry starch 
room, where the maize products are dried 
in kilns. In a second the hot white dust 
which filled the air conducted the flames 
through a passage way to the building used 
as the dry starch warehouse, and the two 
structures were a mass of flames. 

The thirty men in the buildings, screaming 
for help, ran blindly in search of exits, 
breathing the burning dust. A number 
dropped exhausted as they reached the air. 
Others ran wildly from the factory to the 
town, and did not return. A half dozen were 
rescued from the burning structures by fel- 
low workmen who heard the explosion and 
ran to the scene. 

Hammond and South Chicago sent firemen 
to help subdue the flames, but they were 
beyond control, and the firemen directed 
their attention to preventing a spreading 
of the fire to other buildings at the factory. 


Will Search for Bodies. 

P. L. Sanger, superintendent of the plant, 
paid he believed the explosion resulted from 
the overheating of one of the kilns. In the 
dry starchroom there were thirty-three kilns, 
each eighty feet long. The air in the room 
always is filled with fine starch dust, and he 
believes the overheated kiln caused the dust 
to take fire. 

“We have accounted for twenty-eight of 
the men who were in the place, he said. 
“The missing ones may have been among 
those who ran away when the explosion 
occurred and who did not come back to 
check out. We will begin a search in the 
burning ruine for bodies in the morning if 
we get no track of them.“

One of the incidents of the day in the strike 
movement was a parade of a emall band of 
men in Allegheny avenue, which was broken 
up by the police, without just cause, the men 
declare. An American flag was carried at 
the head of the straggling procession, and 
as the marchers passed a hosiery mill on 
the avenue near Front street onlookers said 
they made an attempt to persuade the work- 
ers at that factory to join the sympathetic 
strike. 

Their effort was unsuccessful and the po- 
lice assert that the marchers became dis- 
orderly and their ranks had to be broken up. 
Clubs were used freely and two arrests were 
made. 

The master builders met late today at the 
Builders’ exchange and adopted resolutions 
condemning the sympathy strike. It is as- 
serted that agreements made by the employ- 
ers with more than one of the bodies in the 
building trades have been deliberately vio- 
lated by the men walking out in the sym- 
pathetic strike. The resolutions call upon 
the leaders of the labor organizations which 
ordered the general strike to reconsider their 
action at once. 


Statewide Strike Talked Of. 

One of the developments today in the strike 
situation was the threat of the labor leaders 
that the general strike would be extended 
until the call had been made to include every 
union man in the entire state of Pennsy]- 
vania. 

Elmer E. Greenawalt, president of the state 
federation of labor, declares that that body 
has power to call such astrike. Although he 
refused tonight to state positively that a 
statewide strike would be called, he gave out 
en interview which is cited by the local 
strike leaders to prove their contention that 
the state federation, which will assemble to- 
morrow for its annual convention at New- 
castle, is favorably inclined to the proposi- 
tion. 

Thousands at Labor Meetings. 

Four thousand men and women attended 
a massmeeting of the strikers in Labor Ly- 
ceum at Sixth and Brown streets. An over~- 
flow meeting was held in another hall near- 
by and hundreds who were unable to gain 
an entrance to either, gathered on the side- 
walks outside. 

Pratt, Mahon, Murphy, Tracey, and oth- 
ers of the strike leaders addressed the 
crowds. The city administration was bitter- 
ly denounced for its attitude in the present 
crisis and the speakers were especially ve- 
hement in criticisms of the employment of 
negro policemen. One of them declared: 

Our rulers have put a club into the black 
man’s hand with which to club out the white 
man's brains. 

Every reference to Mayor Reyburn, or the 
city hall ring was greeted with groans 
and hoote by the audience. The assertion 
by several speakers that the present fight 
was one for organized labor's absolute exist- 
ence in Philadelphia evoked a noisy demon- 
stration. 

Outsiders Promise Support. 

Luella M. Twining, a woman organizer of 
the Western Federation of Miners, was one 
of the speakers. Her praise of Eugene V. 


Debs and the Socialist movement aroused 


enthusiasm. 0 

John M. Wall, an official of the Massachu- 
setts Central Labor vnion, assured the Pull. 
adelphia strikers that they would reccive 
financial support from his state Resolu- 
tions calling upon e*ery man, woman, and 
child in Philadelphia to quit work were 
adopted with cheers. 

After considering the strike situation for 
more.than three hours this afternoon thé 
board of directors of the United Business 
Men's association appointed a committee of 
seven to call a convention of the banking, 
commercial, and trade bodies, business aa- 
sociations, and religious and fraternal or- 
ganizations to take all just and honorable 
means to effect a settlement of the street car 
strike.

Voter Cannot Support Nonparti- 
san Candidate if Party Has 
Ticket in the Field. 


* III., March 1.—[Spectal.}]—The 
new I[linols primary bill will receive the 
official signature of Gov. Deneen. This was 
settled tonight after Attorney General Stead 
had given an opinion in which he found 
slight defeéts in the measure. However, they 
— not of such nature as to invalidate the 
ac 

Stead caNs the attention of the governor to 
one feature of the bill which does not meet 
with his approval. This error is believed to 
be an oversight on the part of the law- 
makers and will prevent voters from sup- 
porting nonpartisan tickets in municipal elec- 
tions when political par tles have placed tick - 
ete in the field. 


Bad Features Fixed, Says Stead. 

The opinion says that the features of the 
act found unconstitutional by the Supreme 
court have been fixed. In discussing the bill 
the attorney general says: 

This law was drawn upon the same theory 
as was the primary act of 1908, declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme court. With 
the exception of state senators and represen- 
tatives in the general assembly, it embraces 
the same offices as did the act of 1908. The 
act of 1908 was declared unconstitutional 
because sections 11 and 44 thereof were 
found to be defective. 

„ Section 11 of the act of 1908 related to the 
nomination of candidates for representatives 
in the general assembly. By the elimination 
of candidates for representatives in the gen- 
eral assembly from this bill one objection 
found against the act of 1908 has been obviat- 
ed. From the principles heretofore 4n- 
nounced by the court, I cannot conceive that 
the omission of state senators and represen- 
tatives in the general assembly from this 
bill win in any wise render this bill vicious. 

“The other objection found against the act 
‘of 1908 related to the qualification of voters 
in cities having a board of election com- 
missioners. In such cities it wae made a 
condition precedent to the right to vote that 
the primary election be a registered voter, 
but no opportunity to register was provided 
within thirty days of the date of the primary. 


Residence Objection Obviated. 

“The legal effect of such provision, there- 
fore, was to require residence of more than 
thirty days in a precinct as a condition prece- 
dent to the right to vote, while the consti- 
tution requires a residence of only thirty 
days. That objection has been obviated by 
section 48 of this bill. Provision is made 
by section 48 for the registration of all 
primary electors who are not registered. 
Thie registration will be made within thirty 
days of the date of the primary. 

“The constitutional objection, therefore, 
found against section 44 of the act of 1908 
will not, in my judgment, lie against section 
43 of this bill: 

“ Whether or not this bill is free from other 
valid constitutional objections I express no 
opinion. Aside from the question of con- 
stitutionality there is one feature of this 
act affecting ita practical operation to which 
I deem it my duty to call the attention of 
your excellency. The act relates to the 
nomination of candidates for public offices 
by political parties. Section 2 thereof de- 
fines the term political parties’ as used in 
the act. It provides in part: ‘A political 
party which at the genera! election for state 
and county officers then next preceding a 
primary ‘polled more than 2 per cent of the 
entire vote cast in the state is hereby de- 
to be a political party within the 
state, and shall nominate all candidates pro- 
vided for in this act under the provision here- 


of.” 
Defines Political Party. 

“That ie to say, a political party having 
polled 2 per cent of the entire vote of the 
state becomes a political party for all pur- 
poses. It must nominate state, congression- 
al, fudfcial, county, etc., city and villagecan- 
didates under the provisions of the act. 

„On July 1, 1910, when this act becomes 
effective, the following political parties will 
fall within the descriptive clause of section 
2 above quoted—vigz: Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Prohibition, and Socialist. 

„Each political party above named will 
be entitled to nominate not only candidates 
for state offices but candidates for city and 
village offices in every city and village within 
the state. 

* Section 2 also defines a city or village 
political party; ‘A> political party which at 
the general election for city and village offi- 
cers then next preceding a primary cast more 
than 2 per cent of the entire vote cast in any 
city or village is hereby declared to be a po- 
litical party within the meaning of this act 
within sald city or village, and shall nomi- 
nate all city or village officers in said city or 
village under the provisions hereof.’ 

Under this clause a great many (perhaps 
a majority) of the cities and villages of the 
state have purely eity or village political par- 
ties under such names as ‘ citizens,’ peo- 
ple’s,” progressives“ ‘independents.’ etc, 

„At a city election, therefore, there may 
be candidates of the Republican, Democratic. 
Prohibition, and Socialist parties, and also 
en a, purely city or village politica] 


gg Likely to Prove Deceptive. 

Section 43, considered alone, means that 
the primary elector may participate in the 
primary of a purely city or village political 
party without losing his right to participate 
in other primaries of his party. This clause 
ig likely to prove deceptive to a large body 
of voters. Section-48 must be construed 
in connection with section 46.“ 

Section 45 prescribes the oath that must be: 
taken when a person offering to vote at a 
primary le challenged, 

Before the challenged voter.” says Gtead, 
“can vote at the regular primaries of 
his politica] party he must make affidavit 
that if at a city or village primary he voted 
with a purely city or village political party 
then at such city or village primary his own 
political party made no nominations. 

“To illustrate, we will suppose that at a 
city primary held in the city of Springfield 
on the last Tuesday in February the Re- 
publican, Democrat, Prohibition, and So- 
clalist parties each have a ticket in the field.

STOCK BROKER IS DEFENDANT 
IN BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT. 


Trial of Case of Mrs. Helen M. Walter 
Against Theodore Ryerson of New 
York Brings Out Ardent Letter. 


New York, March 7.—[Special.]—The suit 
for $50,000 for breach of promise brought by 
Mrs. Helen M. Walter, who obtained a divorce 
from Henry Young Walter of Philadelphia 
in 1906, against Theodore S. Ryerson. a stock 
broker, went on trial before Supreme Court 
Justice Dugro today. Mrs. Walter declared 
on the witness stand that she atill loves Ryer- 
son and would rather have him as a hus- 
band than his money. She said she told him 
months ago that if he was postponing mar- 
riage for lack of money her mother would 
support them fora time. Mr. Walter’s moth- 
er lives in Chicago. 

Counsel for Ryerson said he didn't care to 
cross examine plaintiff, and following ad- 
journment of the court there was a long con- 
ference of counsel. However, the case goes 
on tomorrow. 

Ryerson met Mrs, Walter in Atlantic City 
early in 1908, and by May 31 their acquaint- 
ance progressed to a point where, Mrs. Wal- 
ter says, the young broker wrote her this 
letter: 

My Own Dear Sweetheart: I love you with all my 
heart, and I want you to marry me at once. Please 
do not spol] my bubble, wil] you, dear? I'll do my 
best to make you happy. Try me. 

The plaintiff says that a week later Ryerson 
sailed for Europe She heard nothing for 
several months, but in September Ryerson 
wrote that while he still loved her he was 
afraid he couldn’t give hér all the comforts 
she had been accustomed to and wanted her 
to forget him. Ryerson admits in his an- 
swer that he asked Mra. Walter to matry 
him.

“A federal bureau of mines is @ serious na- 
tional need,” says the report. “An intoler- 
able situation presents itself in the excessive 
and imcreasing death roll and the waste of 
resources in the American mines.” 


Present Efforts Are Limited. 

The only work the federal government now 
is dging toward the betterment of mine con- 
ditions is through . the opera- 
tions of the geological survey. The report 
says these experiments are restricted to coal 
mine explosions, which conatitute only 10 or 
20 per cent of the coal mine fatalities. They 
Go not touch the great disasters like that o- 
curring recently at Cherry, III., in which 800 
lives were lost. They do not cover the sub- 
jects which cause fully 80 per cent of the 
deaths in coal mines; they Go not touch any of 
the problems of safety in the metal mines. 

The benefits to be achieved through the es- 
tablieshment of a bureau of mines are summed 
up briefly as follows: 

Inquiries and scientific investigations for the 
benefit of the mining industry. 

Providing facts for state legislatures in the 


regulations, 

Securing of reliable data for the state inepeo- 
tion officers, as $0 SRE eee Pere e 
fuses, ad other elements of danger. 

Determination of the various causes for each 
type of accident, 

Discovery of the best preventive measures for 
each case, 


Establishment of a uniform code of mine 
hoisting and warning signals, 

Determination of more effective methods of 
mine rescue work, 
Determination of more effective methods fer 
fighting mine fres, 


Enforcement Left to States, 
Senator Dick’s report makes it clear that 
there is to be no clash between the federal 
and state authorities. The federal bureau of 
mines is to be given no power to enforce re- 


strictions or regulations. These will rest 


entirely with the local state governments.

It is shown that as the mining 
band ons have increased the percentage of 
injuries and deaths hag almost doubled In 
1897 the proportion of killed to every 1,000 
miners was 2.34 per cent.

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Fifty Claims Settled by Com- 
pany for Sums Ranging

OTHERS ASK FOR MORE. 


Lawyers for 100 Said to Have 


Agreed to Accept $1,800 
for Each Victim. 


With fifty claims of widows and other rela- 
tives of Cherry mine victims settled by pay- 
ments ranging from $800 to $1,200 per death, 
the St. Paul Mining company has entered into 
negotiations with tounse! in something like 
100 more cases to settle with the victims’ 
widows at the rate of $1,800 in. each case. 

This rate of settlement was agreed upon at 
a conference between attorneys representing 
the widows and counsel for the mining com- 
pany. It isnow upto the widows—the clients 
of the attorneys who conferred with the min- 
ing company’s representatives last Fridey— 
to decide whether $1,800 isa satisfactory price 
for the loss of a husband in a mine disaster. 
Yesterday it was said agitation was being 
started among the widows to prevent further 
r- at figures less than in the thou- 
san 


$1,800 a Death Agreed Upon. 

The conference at which the offer of $1,800 
per death was agreed upon was held in the 
offices of the Northern Trust company, ad- 
ministrator for many of the mine victims’ es- 
tates. Guido Sabetta, Italian consul to Chi- 
cago, as administrator for the Italian victims 
is also said to have been represented. 

Tes, we already have settled about fifty 
cases, said Burton Hanson, secretary of the 
mining company and general solicitor for the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway. 
“We have agreed to pay from $800 to 51.2 
in the cases already settled. | 

In the cases that came up at the confer- 
ence last Friday $1,800 was the figure agreed 
upon: tentatively by the attorneys, and I be- 
eve settlement on that basis will be agreed 
upon, for there is a disposition on the part of 
the widows to settle.“ 


Aroused at Low Settlements. ; 

State’s Attorney Len Eckert, representing 
the state in connection with the mine dis- 
aster and at the inquest over the victims, 
has been referred to as having taken con- 
siderable interest in compromising the cases, 
and, as a consequence, considerable bitter- 
ness against him was aroused by the oppo- 
nents of settlements at such a low figure 
as $800. 

In the mine disaster 264 men were killed. 
Ot this number 157 left widows with 423 
children, while 107 of the victims were sin- 
gle men. 2 


PENNSYLVANIA COURT UPHOLDS 
CAPITOL FRAUD CONVICTIONS. 


Former State Auditor Affected by Bul- 
ing in Famous Case in Which Big 
Graft Played a Part. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 7.—The convic- 
tion of William P. Snyder and James M. 
Shumaker, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the state in connection with the fur- 
nishing of the state capitol, was affirmed 
by the state Supreme court here today. 
Snyder was a former auditor general and 
Shumaker a former superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds. ' 

Snyder and Shumaker were convicted in the 
Dauphon County court at Harrisburg on 
Dec. 18, 1908, and sentenced to serve two years 
each and to pay a fine of $500 each and the 
cost of prosecution. Jonn H. Sanderson of 
Philadelphia, who had the furniture contract 
for the capitol, and William L. Mathues of 
Media, former state treasurer, who paid the 
alleged fraudulent furniture bills, were con- 
victed and received a similar sentence at the 
same time. Sanderson and Mathues have 
since died. 

‘At the time tha Supreme court decision was 
handed down here the state was instituting 


proceedings at Harrisburg to recover $5,000, - 


000 from all those the state charged with be- 
ing in the conspiracy. 

Former Auditor General Snyder, speaking 
of the decision, said the highest tribunal in 
the state had decided his case adversely, and 
that it became his duty to submit to the 
processes of the law. 

But in justice to myself and family,“ he 
continued, I feel it is my duty to say this 
last word to the public: 

„I am compelled to suffer imprisonment 
that to me is worse than death itself without 
having done my fellowman or my state an in- 
tentional wrong or ever having knowingly 
committed a criminal act. I have the fullest 


‘confidence in our courts, and from my youth

Live hogs sold at $10.20 a hundred pounds 


| at the Chicago stockyards yesterday. All 


high records since 1869 were eclipsed, and 
shippers, packers, and speculators vied with 
each ether in paying the price. 

There were 930 hogs to reach the new high 
mark, and as their average weight was 250 
pounds, they netted the owners $24,568.74, or 
@ fraction of a cent more than $26.41 each. 
Not satisfied with this unusually high fig- 
ure, some trader started a rumor that a sale 
of twenty-two hogs had been made at $10.30, 
but thie report could not be veriffed. 


The fact that so many sales were made at 


$10.20 gave rise to predictions that $10.50 


would be paid before the end of the week. 


This was encouraged by reports of récord 
prices at other market points, which were 
taken as indicating that the shortage in the 
hog supply is general and that no relief can 
be expected from either the east or west. 
While hogs were climbing, beef steers sold 
at $8.40 and Colorado lambs marketed here 
brought $9.50, both figures eclipsing previous 
prices for steers and lambs sold at Chicago 
this year, although not as high as in 1909. 


Advance at All Markets. 

Hogs leaped in price universally yesterday 
and big advances were common in many. mar- 
kets of the United States. 

With a bound upward of 20 cents over Sat- 
urday’s closing prices, Hve prime heavy- 
weight hogs at the Pittsburg stockyards 
brought $10.55. This is the highest record at 
Pittsburg since 1865, when hogs brought $13 
in western Pennsylvania. 

The Columbus, O., market was next. Hogs 
sold there for $10.60, the record price in Co- 
lumbus since 1870 At Buffalo heavies were 
quoted at from $1040 to $10.45, pigs at $10, 
and mixed at from $10.40 to $10.45. 


Civil War Mark Surpassed. 

The civil war mark for live hogs was sur- 
passed on the Cincinnati market when best 
lots sold for $10.25. This ia the highest price 
ever recorded at Cincinnati. 

At Cleveland the price of hogs rose to 
$10.26, a figure unprecedented in northern 
Ohio. : 

The unprecedented price of $10.35 was 
reached at Indianapolis. Colorado lambs 
and hogs from Illinois made record prices 
at St. Louls. The lambs sold for 39.35 and 
the hogs for $10.17%. 

Omaha heavies sold at $9.80 to $9.96 and 
mixed at $9.75 to $9.85. The top at Kansas 
City was $10, with heavies at $9.00 to $10. ne 
Sioux City market was $9.50 to $9.90. New 
York ranged from $10.20 to $10.30, while the 
top at St. Joseph, Mo., was $10.

her father will not be permitted to attend, 
| although the law authorizes three relatives 
or friends to be present. Appeals have been 
made in her behalf to the prefect, the pre- 
siding judge and finally to Premier Stolypin. 
These had the support of the British am- 
| basgador but were unavailing. 

Mme Broshkovskaya will face her trial 
alone. Her son, her only relative, does not 
share the political opinions of his mother, 
and she has disowned him. 


Much Evidence Against Man. 


Tschaikovaky’s conviction on the principal 
charges of the indictment (membership in 
the Social Revolutionists’ organization and 
the central committee) is considered almost 
certain, as it is known that he cannot sup- 
port his pereonal denial with tangible evi- 
dence, and the long standing reports of his 
importance in the party will weigh heavily 
against him. The prosécution also will have 
no trouble in proving one, and probably two, 
visits made to Russia by the accused under 
a false passport. 

Tschaikoveky is confident of his ability to 
refute any forthcoming testimony in con- 
nection with overt acts of terrorism on his 
part, thue forcing the abandonment of these 
charges. 

Judge Krashennikoff, who has been on the 
bench in all the big political trials, and who 
was severely wounded by a terrorist, will 
preside. The case will be conducted by Vice 
Prosecutor Chervinsky. The names of the 
three classes, representatives of the nobility, 
urbanites, and peasantry; who will act as the 
jury, have not been made public. 


How Accused Were Arrested. 

Mme. Breshkovskaya was arrested in Oc- 
tober, 1907, on information that she had ar- 
rived in Simbirsk to e part in the pro- 
vincial meeting of sants.””

LONDON, March 7.—The house of lords 
this evening passed a bill authorizing the 
government to borrow sums sufficient to 
meet part of the national expenditures pend- 
ing the passage of the budget.

The largest building in the village is the 
church. Next in size come three school. bulld- 
ings. The first school contains the first and sec-

gymnasium, a sort of preparatory high school 
Attendance in this school is not compulsory. Its 
course is three years. In its three rooms I 
found sixty-eight boys and one girl. I inquired 
where the other girls were and was told that 
girls do not care for education; in fact, have no 
use for it. While they are obliged to attend 
the four grades of the two elementary schools, 
rarely does one enter the fifth grade. 

The girl I found there today when we entered 
the room was writing a French paradigm on 
the blackboard, She appeared older than any 
of the boys and did her work badly and tho 
boys were eager for a chance to correct her. 


School Equipment Meager. 


The school building possesses no equipment 
beyond maps, blackboards, and pictures of the 
king and queen. The benches are of an anti-

garian, physics, chemistry, geometry, painting, 
and man. These youngsters are taught az. much 


ot human anatomy and physiology as may be 
accomplished without equipment and with con-

In the lower of the two elementary schools I 
found fifty-four children in the first grade and 
forty-one in the second. The school building 
was not so primitive as the other because 
slightly newer, but it was as barren, as cheer- 
less, and as devoid of comfort. In 
grade the children were packed seven to a 
bench and in the first eight. I suppose if they 
bad a Kindergarten they would squeeze twelve 
to a bench. While the teachers in the second- 
ary school were all men, the teacher in the first 


grade was a bright eyed, clean faced, intelli- © 


gent looking girl; not that the men teschers 
looked dumb, but they did not show the same 
alertness of spirit. 

On the face of it this school showing, for a 
village of this size, is not great. Until a few 
year. ago there was probably no school at all 

the village. I believe that education in the 
villages is about where it was twenty or thirty 


Fears ago in some of our western and southern 


states. I remember schools in Ohfo with no 
better equipment, with teachers possessing 
much less education than those I have seen to- 
day.

Must Give Bond to Return. 


The two who go for the first time are young 
men of 22 and have just been released from 
compulsory service in the army. Each is the 
owner of a bit of land, mortgaged to get the 
$200. necessary for their bond to insure their 
return and the $126 which they needed for the 
purchase of their tickets to St. Louls. The 
mayor says that these three men are among 
the. smartest and widest awake of the village 
and that the families which they represent are 
of the so-called well to do. The movement to- 
ward America from this village began in 1904; 
it increased year by year until 1907. The Amer- 
ican panic checked the movement, but even this 
would not have prevented many more from 
leaving had they not been obliged te comply 
with the law which makes them put up a bond 
for their return. 

I was curious to see the house of one of the 
men who had today for the first time started 
for the United States. The house which I found 
is in general typical of those throughout the 
village. We enter the yard through a heavy 
pine door, set in a high stone wall. The yard, 
about 100 feet square, is as muddy as the 
street, and in reaching the house we cross over 


@ manure pile, as less objectionable than the’ 


mud. In the corner near the street is a long, 
low, rough mud plastered, stone walled, tile 
roofed stable, It has place for a couple of 
oxen, half a dozen pigs, a tthe wagon, and 
pome hay. 

‘The house is at the rear corner of the yard 
and has walls like those of the barn. The door, 
on the level of the ground, leads down to a 
combination store and bakeroom. Here is the 
great adobe oven where the bread is baked. A 
flight of five earth steps leads to a veranda 
with an earth floor, On the veranda was a 
loom, a spinning wheel, and several distdffs. 
It opens into the kitchen, abaut twelve feet 
square, with a foot square hole ig one wall for 
light. This hole has no glass, but two iron 
bars. In one corner is a large, open adobe fire- 


‘place. The smoke does not pass out directly 


overhead, but through an earthen heater in the 
adjoining front, bed or parlor room, by which 
it is heated. 


House Scantily Furnished. 


The furniture of the kitchen consists of two 
low,. three. legged stools, a stool table half a 
foot high, two copper pota hanging from wooden 
pegs in the wall, three earthenware jugs, two 
earthenware plates, a tin bucket, a long wooden 
breaé bowl, and in one corner a pile of dlan- 
kets. On the wall is a row of bright colored 
pictures, of a religious nature. Under them 
rests an ikon, on a little shelf, in front of 
which hangs an oil lamp. This ikon is the fam- 
fly Slava. This is a full and complete inven- 
tory of the contents of this kitchen. Its ceil- 
ing, like that of the sleeping room, is of dark 
colored boards resting on small cross beams. 

A four foot high door leads from the kitchen

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State Strengthens Case in Char- 
ter Annulment Suit. 


CHILDREN PLAYED MACHINES 


Former Employes Tell of Gambling 
Taggart in Court. 


Paoli, Ind., March 7.—[Special.}]—The state 
strengthened its case today in the French 
Lick charter annulment suit, by the intro- 
duction of testimony that the hotel company 
was connected with the Casino. 

This was done through Roy Ritter, a 
former employé in the clubroom, who de- 
clared he had taken money often from the 
Casino building, after it closed at night, to 
the hotel office, and there left it. The de- 
fendant’s attorneys sought to show that the 
money was left ovor night at the hotel for 
safe keeping. 

Ritter’s testimony was by deposition. He 
proved an unwilling and evasive witness. 

“I will ask you,” said Assistant Attorney 
General Thompson, “if you were ever em- 
ployed in the Casino?’ | 


Children Playing Slot Machines. 

“I wish you would make yourself more 
definite, was the reply. 

“I am asking you if you were employed in 
that building.” ' i 

After more parley the witness answered: 

O yes, I understand what you mean now ”’ 
—good naturedly.. I worked there untl the 
place was raided in July, 1906.’’ 

Ritter admitted there were twenty-five or 
thirty slot machines in the Casino. The 
witness declared he had seen children play- 
ing the slot machines, but said children were 
not allowed in the Casino unless accompanied 
by older persons. He said there were ma- 
chines in the gambling rooms operated by 
coins. The witness was forced to admit that 
he had seen roulette wheels and a bookmak- 
er's outfit in the Casino. 

Charles Ritter, brother of Roy, who was 
employed in the Casino “ to roll a roulette 
wheel under Al Brown, and who later re- 
turned from Hot Springs, Ark., to roll a 
wheel,“ he said, for Robert Colglaser, testi- 
fied that the chips with which his patrons 
played roulette bore the Pluto trademark 
of a red devil, that 10 cents formed the mini- 
mum and $5 the maximum stake at roulette. 
He said he saw money lost and won at the 
tables. Ritter was asked by Thompson what 
was done with the chips after the game 
was over. 


Cashed Checks In, if He Had Any. 

„Well,“ said the witness with a smile, “if 
the player had any chips left he cashed 
them in. 

Parks M. Martin, formerly a member of 
the state board of tax commissioners, testi 
fied that during Gov. Winfield T. Durbin’s 
administration a party consisting of himself, 
Union B. Hunt, former eecretary ef state and 
chairman of the Indiana railroad commis- 
sion, W. H. Hart, former auditor of the state, 
and Fred Van Orman, proprietor of the St. 
George hotel at Evansville, was entertained 
by Gov. Durbin at French Lick one day, and 
that the entire party visited the Casino and 
remained some time after dinner. Martin 
testified that he saw blackboards on the 
walls and saw two parties of four persons 
each playing poker. 

Max Fisher of Logansport, whom R. Harry 
Miller swore he eaw playing roulette with 


Thomas Taggart, testified that he was at 


French Lick in the summer of 1905 and that 
he saw roulette wheels in operation. The 
witness admitted that in a conversation with 
Thompson he had said he thought he saw 
Taggart in the gambling rooms. 


Taggart in Court; Not on Stand. 

Thomas Taggart appeared in court today, 
but the state changed its plans and did not 
place him upon the stand. The attorneys 
for the defense believe they called a bluff ” 
by the state’s attorneys when they produced 
Taggart in court. Attorney General Bing- 
ham informed the court that he would not 
call Taggart before tomorrow. 


Killed by Falling Partition.

Roads Favor. 


LIMITS RIGHT TO RULE. 


Men Can Serve as Directors of 
Only One Line at Time if 
Measure Passes.

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.)— 
Drastic anti-merger amendments to the rall- 
road bill were adopted today by the house 
committee. The action took place as fore- 
cast in Tur TRIBUNE of last Saturday Three 
provisos were eiminated. One of these pro- 
vided that a railroad already owning 80 per 
cent of the stock of a competing road * 

roceed with the complete absorption. . 
Hubbard of West Virginia contended that 
without such a provision the minority inter- 
eats would have difficulty in disposing of their 
holdings. 

The second proviso eliminated would have 
made it possible for a road holding a twenty 
year lease of a competing line to buy the 
The third provided that elec- 
tric lines should not be included in the anti- 
merger prohibition. ; 

Ati amendment was adopted providing that 
no individual should be a director upon the 
boards of any two competing roads. This 
was intended to tighten the bill against the 
possibility of stifling competition. 

The amendment was offered by Mr. Russell 
of Texas, and its unanimous adoption is an 
indication that the house committee fs not 
following party lines. 


Majority Report in Senate. 

“Carefully preserving the principles eo 
clearly enunciated in the Republican plat- 
form of 1008," is the way the majority of 
the senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, which made its report today on the 
administration railroad bill, interprets the 
provision to permit common carriers to enter 
into traffle agreements. 

The report is signed by Senators Elkina, 
Cullom, Aldrich, Kean, Crane, and Nixon, 
and will be printed with the minority report 
submitted a few days ago by Senators Clapp 
and Cummins and the individual report of 
Senator Newlands. 

The report says that the t of the traffic 
agreement provision is to relleve carriers 
from the prohibition of the anti-trust act, 
while preserving unimpaired the control of 
the interstate commerce commission over all 
such agreements. It is declared that the 
provision is in exact compliance with the 
declaration in the Republican platform. 
After quoting the clause of the platform con- 
cerning such agreements the report says: 

“The contention that this declaration can 
only be complied with by requiring the ap- 
proval of such agreements by the interstate 
commerce commission before they become 
operative ia, in the opinion of the committee, 
destitute of the slightest foundation.” 


Indorses the Commerce Court. 


Indoreing the proposed court of commerce, 
the report says that the principal argument } 
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in favor of its creation is that it will prevent 
delay .and confusion in the enforcement of 


the law by creating ope tribunal specially |} 


versed in the complicated, and often technica! 
questions arising out of the application of 


the interstate commerce law to raliroadeand 


other carriers subject to the act. 

The administration bill gives the attorney 
general entire charge and control of the in- 
terests of the government in all cases and 
proceedings in the court of commerce and 
in the Supreme court on appealed cases.

In signing Davis, Higgine will follow the 
lead of Stanley Robison, owner of the St. 
Louis Cardinals, who has taken out am acci- 
dent insurance policy for his manager, Roger 
Bresnahan. Higgins will take out a policy 
ot $25,000 on Davis, and in doing so we! 
establish a precedent in the Western league. 


Davis Accepts Berth. 


Higgins had been negotiating with Davis 
for some time, but the former Sox had been 
holding off with expectations of land a mana- 
gerial Job in one of the big leagues. Realizing that 
was impossible thie year, Davis, who fe im the east, 
sent word to Higgine that he would accept, and the 
deal was consummated by wire. Davie will report 
at Des Moines and take charge of the team on 
March 28. 

When he takes the reins of management Davis 
will have an old, experienced bunch of players at 
his commend. In addition he has several new play- 
ers, who will get a thorough tryout. Higgine as- 
serted that Davis would soon ascertain whether the 
recruits were any good, but he did not believe they 
would be good enough to replace the veterans. 

Davis has had a varied career as a ball player. 
His first professional games were played in Albany 
in 1889 as an outfielder.

In 
1893 he went to the New York Nationals and played 
shortstop. He remained with the Giants until the 
baseball war, then came to Chicago in 1902.

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| PACKERS TOLD OF INDICTMENT 


Sheriff from Jersey Hands Each | —S0 
Chicagoan a Copy. 


ARE ASKED TO GO BAST. 


Letter Accompanies True Bills, Saying 
They Are Wanted.“ 


The Chicago packers have been informed 
of their indictment by the grand jury of Hud- 
son county, N. J. This ceremony welt per- 
formed by a deputy sheriff sent from Jersey 
City. Each packer received a copy of the in- 
dictment, and a polite letter inviting him to 
visit Hudson county and give bail. 

All the Chicagoens consented to receive the 
deputy sheriff personal and sent him on 
his way rejoicing, though without the hoped 
for answer.“ 

Those presented with the letters were: 


“Service” Scoffed At by Lawyers. 

Attorneys for the packers declared that the 
distribution of notes had no legal effect 
whatever, was not to be construed ae an ac- 
ceptance of service, and has no bearing on 
the extradition proceedings necessary to 
take the Chicagoans to New Jersey against 
their wilh 

If the packers decide to go to New Jersey 
without awaiting extradition, as is consid- 
ered possible, it will not be because of this 
„service.“ 


In view of the fact that the lawyers have | 


been studying copies of the indictment for 
over a week, the presentation was not of 
great interest to- them. Study of the indiet- 
ment shows that it is composed of three 
parts, a charge of conspiracy and allega- 
tions of two overt acts committed in pursu- 
ance of that conspiracy. 


Points in the Indictments, 

The conepiracy is alleged to have been 
entered into March 1, 1908, when the Chicago 
packers declare not one of them was in New 
Jersey. They are accused of having con- 
spired to limit the supply of meats and raise 
prices by placing them in cold storage and 
releasing them only in fixed quantities at 
fixed prices.

The well lighted room is the room conveniently and 
harmoniously lighted. The purpose of the room and the 
arrangement of its furnishings are the controlling factors 


to its well lighting. 


Take, for example, the accompanying sketch of a 
Living Room, with Library and Music Room in combina- 
tion, as designed by us. This room is Elizabethan carried 
out in Walnut and Old Rose. The Living Room is the 
heart of the home. General gathering place of the 
family—it should, above all, be &vadie. 

The Mabie room is more than the coveniently ar- 
ranged, comfortably furnished, well lighted room, Con- 
ceived in lines of simplicity—it should refiect the spirit 
of the home, Yet, even more, it should be so expressive 
of character and individuality as to exert a subtle in- 
fluence over those within its environs. 


Since well lighting depends first on convenience, 
utility suggests a Portable Art Glass Lamp on the Library 
Table. This lamp forms the keynote to the color scheme 
of the room and fixes relatively the positions of the 


other lights. 


The Floor Lamp, used to illuminate the piano, is 
needed to preserve a harmonious balance with the Port- 
able Table Lamp, and bere it also serves the purpose of 


the sketch. 


Candelabra Brachets, on either side of the mantel, 
are demanded for local decorative lighting effect, in 
directly illuminating the objects on the mantel, while by 
their upward play ‘of light they bring out the details of 
mantel and ceiling. 

Harmonious balance suggests that, since on this side 
of the room the mantel is lighted, there should be Can- 
delabra Wall Brackets on either side of the entrance, 
which directly faces the fireplace, though not shown in 


Again, convenience and harmony suggest a single 
Candelabra Bracket over each bookcase, on either side 
of the window—and harmonious balance calls for similar 
spots of light on the wall directly opposite, whether or 
not there be bookcases there.

- Enormous receipts of wheat for this time 
ef the year at primary points is causing the 
idea of a big shortage In supplies to be dissi- 
pated in a good many quarters, and the fact 
that with the large arrivals the visible is in- 
creasing where it decreased at a rapid rate 
last year is not in conformity with the bull- 
fish program outlined a few months ago. 
Combined arrivals at primary points for the 
day were 1,356,000 bu, compared to 858,000 
bu a year ago, and Duluth, Minneapolis, and 
Winnipeg together had about 1,000 cars. A 
Prospective bearish showing to be made by 
the government statisticians today had some 
influence in causing a renewal of liquidation 
im the May, but the main reason was the 
beavy tone of the cash markets with the 
largé arrivals.

Foreign Situation Is Weak.

400,000 bu, all the principal exporting coun- 
tries contributing a liberal quota. Supplies 
dn passage increased 2,184,000 bu and there 
s no prospect of anything even approximat- 
lng scarcity abroad.

The entrance of the 
American Can éompany into the business 
win mean strong competition, since it is 
not only a going concern but has a perfected 
gelling organization that will push its out- 
put in every part of the country where there 
is a demand for the paper can. 


Knickerbocker Ice Notes. 

An advance of ten points in Knicker- 
bocker Ice common stock has led to rumors 
of a possible dividend on the shares.
